The paintings will be 
exhibited in the Youth Palace of 
Shanghai later this year. 

In exchange for these paintings， 
Shanghai has sent 51 items for 
exhibit at the Center: mostly 
paintings，some gouaches，a few 
Papercuts and woodcut Pprints， 
and two calligraphy scrolls. Like 
their American counterparts; the 
artists range in age from seven to 
13 years old. 

Their artwork includes a wide 
Spectrum of style and technique， 
from impessionistic Trenderings of 
fowers and landscapes in bold 
colors, to a subdued monochrome 
of a monkey， Many of the works 
are painted in traditional Chinese 
ink-and-brush style，a_ fact signi- 
ficant in jlight of the recent 
cultural -thaw in China ， which 
apparently also has affected the 
creative activities of young people. 

MASTERS 

The ink-outline method of 12th- 
centurIy masters appears to have 
influenced the young artist who 
depicted galloping horses， and 
episodes from Chinese classics are 
jllustrated in other paintings，A 
notable example is the “Pilgrim- 
mage to the West”(Xiyou 厂 )， 
portrayed in a humorous，quasi- 
caricature style， Scenes from . 
nature and daily life are depicted 
in other paintings.

Whats sitting invitingly in the 
bank account of the non-profit 
corporation is 3a surplus of 
$1,772,664 as of December 31.， 
The outstanding bond debt，as of 
October 1，1980 is only $849,000， 
With_ semi-annual payments of 
$60,000 on April 1 and October 1， 
Portsmouth Carage is scheduled to 
retire the bonds in 1989. To a city 
government faced with heavy cuts 
in municipal services and a budget 
crunch，such a surplus looms 
appealingly like a ripe apple 
prime for the picking. 

But community leaders led by 
Chinese for Affirmative“Action 
(CAA)want the expertise of the 
corporation to continue to benefit 
the community beyond the life of 
the bond indebtedness.

Dianne Feinstein s financial right-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Accord- 
ing to a legend，long ago，three 
years of drought drove a tribe of 
People out to sea in search of fer- 


tile land, All the people perished 


The 
family consisted of six brothers 
and Six Sisters， When they finally 
settled，the brothers and sisters 
had to marry one another.

The Miens came in their tradi- 
tional attire. The women were clad 
in black robes and turbans intIi- 
cately decorated with fine embrol- 
dery and a big fuffy red collar. 
The men wore black shirts mod- 
estly decorated with embroidery at 
the fringes.

SFE Federal at that time Was 
negotiating to expand their China- 
town headquarters on，Grant 
Avenue. 
RATE 

The 25-year loan will be at 
11394% for the first 7 years， The 
loan is divided into 75% residen- 
tial and 25% commercial. After 7 
years the commercial rate in the 
loan could go no higher than 19% 
and to as ]ow as 13%. There will 
be 20new studio apartments，with 
kitchen and bathiooms in each 
unit，and new commercial space 
on the basement level on Went- 
worth Alley， 

Tim .Sheehan，chief appraiser 


for SF Federal Savings and Loan 
said credit should be given to the 
Housing Corporation-for putting 
the loan package together, He did 
not want to put an appraised 
value on the _ building，but he 
admitted that Chinatown Proper- 
ty values reImain high

mented Tsen.“It's been almost 15 
years since the building was burnt 
in the fire and it's been -vacant all 
thattime.”

Salted Linen，a Moving 
Play Based on War Incident

A young woman dressed from 
head to toe in black sits still center 
stage fielding questions from the 
audience. She feigns nervousness 
but remains outwarqdly calm， 
conscious，aware，She discussed 
the meaning of theatrical symbols 
and dramatic themes and weaves 
her own past into the explana- 
tions。 Such was the picture of 
playwright-director Bernadette 
Hak Eun Cha at the Saturday 
night “ performance ”of Salted 
Ziem， the first production of the 
Asian American Theater Com- 
pany's experimental series， 

THEME 

Chas play touched on many 
themes: the domination of women 
by men， womens relationships 
between themselves，wWar and its 
eftect upon the family, to name a 
few. Although ambitious in scope， 
her drama approached its subjects 
with intensity and no little success， 

A Gonceptual ，piece， Salteda 
Zinen， utilized simple white cos- 
tumes，mixed media and _ ethnic 
amnd electronic music to create a 
moodq of timelessness，of univer- 
sality. Although the Korean War，, 
upon which the play is loosely 
based, took Place almost 30 years 
ago, the story transcends historical 
detail. It could have taken place in 
the time of the Creeks or yester- 
day in El Salvador. 

WAR 

Perhaps the best realized theme 
of the drama centered on the 
relationship between the mother 
and her dqaughter. At one point 
they argue on where to turn to 
find their missing husband-father， 
WwWhether to go to the seashore orT 


back to the village. The daughter 


abandons her mother only to later 
repent and seek out the -old 
woman, She discovers through 
friends that her mother has died.

years of service，he urged the 
establishment of medical clinics 
for the elderly，special English 
classes for refugees, betterhousing， 
greater police protection and 
employment. 

He was education chairman of 
the Crtown Advisory Council， 
president of the NY Chinatown 
Foundation，and legal counsel to 
the Chinatown Planning Coun- 
cil，In 1973，he was narrowly 
defeated for the Democratic nom- 
ination for a Civil Court judge- 
ship on the West Side of Man- 
hattan. A_ graduate of Yale College 
and Harvad Law School he 
served in the Air Force in the early 
50's. Mr, Chin，who was single，is 
Survived by his mother， three 
brothers and a sister， s 
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encoturages a dialogue between 
artist and audience, is most prom- 
ising.
